Sec, 89, Certified list of werrents,  The audltor shell, on Jenuary first
(18t) of each year, certify to the treasurer an itemized 1list of all warrants
1asued during the preceding year on the domestic animal fund, except warrants
igsued to pay fecs of ascedgsors and to defray costs of publication. If salé fund
‘be suffieient, the traagurer shell pay saild wzrranis on presentation, If szid
fund be not mﬁ‘ficient. sald warrents shall ba pald pro r,a.ta.

Sec, 90, Transfer of funds, ‘hen the halanca in the said fund, after
pearing the varrents aforsaald, exceeds five hundred dollaras ($500.0C), the toard
of supervisors may ordar the excess transferrsed to the gensrsl fund of the
county. If within five (5) years following euch transfer, the amount in the
domestic aninmal fund proves insufficlent in any one (1) year to pey all duly
allowsd clains thereon, the board shall transfer from said general fund to the
dom2gtic eninal fund an emount, not exceeding the amount originally transfemd.,
sufficient to pay ths unpaid part of sald warrants.
